Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  statutorily  required  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  pertaining  to  the  Borough  during  the 
year  1962. 

Population 

The  mid-year  population  in  1962,  according  to  the  estimate  of 
the  Registrar-General  was  38,080,  an  increase  of  910  over  the  year 
since  the  previous  estimate.  Thirty  per  cent,  of  the  increase  "was 
attributable  to  natural  excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  the  remaining 
seventy  per  cent,  to  inward  migration. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  were  669,  an  increase  of  50  on  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  crude  birth  rate  showed  a small  increase  to  17.57  per  1,000 
population.  The  adjusted  birth  rate,  i.e.  corrected  b}'^  the  Registrar- 
General’s  comparability  factor,  was  16.51,  as  compared  with  the 
provisional  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18  per  thousand  population. 

Illegitimate  births  increased  in  number  to  26,  five  more  than  in 
1961,  and  the  highest  since  1950. 

Deaths 

Total  deaths  remained  virtually  unchanged  at  371  and  with  the 
increase  in  population  yielded  a smaller  crude  death  rate  of  9.74  per 
1,000  population.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.1  was  fractionally 
below  the  national  rate  of  11.9  per  thousand  population. 

The  18  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  fifty  per  cent 
more  than  in  each  of  the  preceding  two  years.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  increased  thereby  to  26.9  per  thousand  live  births,  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  being  21.6  per  thousand  live  births. 

Still  births  were  again  12  in  number,  the  rate  of  17.62  per  thousand 
total  births  corresponding  to  that  of  18.1  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  notified  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  the  lowest  on 
record. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  of  Poliomyelitis. 
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The  uptake  of  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  increased 
sharply  as  a result  of  the  occurrences  of  smallpox  in  the  country.  A 
good  response  continued  in  respect  of  immunisation  in  school  children 
and  in  infants  against  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  : in  other  age 
groups  the  response  was  variable,  with  continued  indifference  of  the 
adult  population  in  respect  of  Poliomyelitis  immunisation  despite  the 
availability  of  oral  vaccine.

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  38,080  as  the  mid-year 
population  indicates  an  increase  of  910  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  natural  increase  (excess  of  the  number  of  births  over  that  of 
deaths)  shows  an  increase  of  25  on  the  preceding  year  ; as  the  number 
of  deaths  remained  constant,  the  increase  was  wholly  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  births. 

On  the  basis  of  the  above  estimate,  some  633  more  people  came 
to  reside  in  the  Borough  than  left. 
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SECTION  II 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as 
to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  3 at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  : 
serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal  Disease)  : and 
routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice-cream  (phosphates  and  methylene 
blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively  used  and  appreciation  is 
recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received  from  the  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst  were 
available  for  chemical  analyses  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service,  organised  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  continued  to 
operate  locally  from  a Sub-station  in  Leigh  Road,  under  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Main  Station  for  the  Central  Ambulance  Area  of  the 
County  at  Winchester.  The  effective  deployment  of  ambulances 
within  the  area  requires  that  movements  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Main 
Station  to  which  all  requests  should  be  directed ; —

bulance Station,  Queen’s  Rd., Winchester. 

{b)  Ambulance  Calls  : Telephone  Winchester  2536. 

(c)  Emergency  Calls  : Dial  999  asking  for  Ambulance  (arrange- 

ments have  been  made  with  the  telephone 
seivice  to  direct  such  calls  from  the 
Borough  to  the  Winchester  Station). 

Long  distance  journeys  are  arranged  through  the  County  Ambu- 
lance Officer,  The  Castle,  Winchester  (Telephone:  Winchester  4411, 
cxtensi  228). 
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Hospital  Car  Service. — The  transport  to  and  from  hospital  of  non- 
urgent, non-infectious  cases,  which  do  not  require  lifting  or  the  services 
of  an  ambulance,  may  be  arranged  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service 
(administered  jointly  by  the  Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  as  agents 
of  the  County  Council)  on  application  to  the  Hospital  which  the  patient 
is  to  attend. 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

Combined  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  were  provided 
in  the  Chandler’s  Ford  area  by  three  nurses  resident  therein. 

The  remainder  of  the  Borough  was  covered  by  two  whole-time 
midwives  and  three  whole-time  general  nurses.

[e]  Women’s  Voluntary  Service — operating  ,on  behalf  of  the 
Borough  Council  and  County  Council,  a meals  on  wheels 
service,  and  providing  a battery  exchange  and  repairs  collec- 
tion depot  for  hearing  aid  on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.

Hospitals 

General. — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have,  as 
in  the  past,  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Chest  Hospital,  General 
Hospital,  Eye  Hospital  and  Children’s  Hospital,  Southampton,  and  the 
Mount  Hospital,  Bishopstoke,  Eastleigh. 

Isolation. — Cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in  the  main  been 
accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital,  Winchester,  and 
the  Chest  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrangements  were  con- 
tinued in  respect  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  at  the  Chest  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description  have  been 
placed  either  by  direct  arrangements  with  the  hospital,  or  via  the

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SECTION  III 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles 

For  the  past  four  years  the  epidemicity  of  Measles  has  been 
following  the  classical  pattern  of  a year  of  prevalence  being  followed 
by  a year  of  low  incidence  : there  were  297  notifications  in  1959,  three 
in  1960,  433  in  1961  and  10  in  1962.  Of  these  ten  cases,  six  occurred  in 
three  families. 

No  deaths  were  attributed  to  Measles. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  no  notifications  of  this  disease  during  1962.  This 
could  mean  an  absence  of  clinically  recognisable  cases  rather  than  a 
complete  absence  of  illness  due  to  this  particular  infection.  With 
sustained  immunisation,  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  expect  that 
such  infections  as  occurred,  were  so  modified  as  not  to  show  the  acute 
distress  of  the  unmodified  attack  and  as  to  merge  with  other  respiratory- 
infections,  from  which  distinction  could  only  be  made  by  laboratory- 
methods. 


Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A scheme  for  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  inaugurated  in 
1955. 

The  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority,  received 
Ministerial  approval  to  their  proposals  to  make  arrangements  for 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  consequently  undertakes 
the  supply  of  vaccines  and  financial  responsibility  for  the  operation 
of  the  scheme.  The  local  administration  of  the  scheme  is  devolved 
upon  the  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Stocks  of  Suspended  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e.,  for  Whooping  Cough 
immunisation  alone).  Suspended  Diphtheria  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e., 
for  the  combined  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough)  and  of  Triple  Antigen  (i.e.,  for  the  combined  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus)  are  held  at  the 
Health  Department,  197,  Leigh  Road,  and  are  available  to  practitioners 
in  the  area,  to  Child  Welfare  and  Immunisation  Clinics,  and  to  immunisa- 
tion sessions  held  periodically'  at  schools  in  association  with  the 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  scheme. 

With  each  type  of  vaccine,  three  injections  at  intervals  of  at  least 
a month  are  required  to  effect  satisfactory  primary  immunisation. 
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It  is  most  desirable  to  establish  an  immunity  reaction  as  early 
as  possible  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Immunisation  should  therefore 
be  started  at  3-4  months  and  advantage  taken  of  the  simultaneous 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  available  in  the  Triple 
Antigen  Vaccine,  when  this  is  practicable.  The  Pertussis  vaccine  is 
available  for  separate  primary  immunisation  or  for  reinforcing  previous 
immunisation  against  whooping  cough. 

Information  is  sent  to  the  mothers  of  infants,  when  the  infant 
reaches  the  age  of  2^  months,  advising  them  of  the  facilities  available 
and  encouraging  them  to  take  advantage  of  these  facilities. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  is  to  put  the  bodily  defences  in  a state 
of  readiness  to  counteract  infection  by  the  micro-organism  responsible 
for  causing  the  disease.  Depending  upon  the  scale  and  vigour  of 
the  surprise  attack,  it  may  be  able  to  repel  the  attack  without  their 
being  any  disturbance  to  the  normal  health  or  it  may  succeed  only  in 
delaying  the  progress  of  the  attack  while  reserve  forces  are  called  up. 
It  follows,  therefore,  that  cases  of  whooping  cough  are  going  to  occur 
in  children  who  have  been  immunised  and,  equally,  that  this  does 
not  mean  that  such  children  have  derived  no  benefit  from  immuni- 
sation. 

The  majority  of  children  in  the  area  receive  their  whooping  cough 
immunisation  in  the  form  of  Triple  Antigen. 

Scarlet  Fever 

The  progressive  decline  of  this  disease  reached  the  stage  in  1962 
that  no  cases  were  notified. 

Erysipelas 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  there  has  been  no  case  of  this 
condition. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Fifteen  notifications,  the  same  number  as  in  1961,  were  received 
in  respect  of  maternity  home  patients.  The  causation  was  attributed 
to  : —

There  was  again  no  notification  of  this  eye  infection  in  infants. 

Pneumonia 

For  the  first  time,  no  instance  of  pneumonia  is  recorded. 
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Poliomyelitis 

The  area  continued  to  be  free  of  Poliomyelitis. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

As  with  other  immunisation  procedures,  the  County  Council 
are  primarily  responsible  for  arranging  the  availability  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccination,  with  the  local  administration  of  the  Scheme  devolved 
upon  the  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Under  these  arrangements,  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made 
available  to  all  persons  in  the  priority  groups  designated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  i.e. 

{a)  All  those  who  have  not  reached  the  age  of  40. 

{b)  x\ll  persons  in  the  following  special  groups: 

1.  General  practitioners 

2.  Ambulance  staff 

3.  Hospital  staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients 

4.  Medical  students 

5.  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental 

hygienists,  student  hygienists  and  dental  surgeons’ 
chairside  assistants 

6.  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals 

7.  Public  Health  staff  who  may  come  into  contact  with 

poliomyelitis  cases 

8.  The  families  of  the  above  groups 

9.  Expectant  mothers 

10.  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a countr}'^  outside 
Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Stocks  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  maintained  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  available  for  General  Practitioners,  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  Factory  Doctors. 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  poliomyelitis  vaccination  with 
inactivated  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  made  available  to  anyone  not 
included  under  these  arrangements.  This  was  not,  however,  an  exten- 
sion of  the  Local  Health  Authority  Scheme,  but  an  extension  of 
National  Health  Service  facilities,  ^'^accination  was  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  General  Practitioner  with  vaccine  obtained  on  prescription 
through  the  pharmaceutical  service. 

Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  available  in  February,  1962. 
Later  developments  extended  the  refrigerator  ‘life’  of  the  vaccine 
from  one  to  six  months,  and  the  room  temperature  ‘life’  from  24  hours 
to  14  days,  this  simplifying  distribution  of  the  vaccine. 

During  the  year  the  use  of  inactivated  vaccine  was  almost  com- 
pletely supplanted  by  the  oral  vaccine.  The  latter  is  particularly 
suitable  for  sessional  work  and  was  used  exclusively  for  fourth  doses 
and  for  previously  unimmunised  children  at  school  sessions. 
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The  numbers  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  are 
tabulated  below : —

Dysentery 

No  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria 

There  was  again  no  case  of  Diphtheria,  for  the  sixteenth  successive 
year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

When  the  baby  is  2|  months,  each  mother  of  a baby  known  to 
be  in  the  area  is  acquainted  of  the  facilities  by  means  of  which  she 
may  have  her  baby  immunised,  and  is  urged  to  have  this  done  whether 
by  her  own  doctor,  or  at  a Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

With  the  co-operation  of  Head  Teachers,  arrangements  are  made 
to  hold  immunisation  sessions  at  each  school  periodically,  so  that 
any  child  not  previously  immunised  may  be  immunised  and  so  that 
previously  immunised  children  may  have  their  immunity  reinforced 
by  a single  injection— this  is  recommended  at  intervals  of  five  years 
during  school  life.  Cards  are  issued  to  parents  from  the  School  to 
acquaint  them  of  these  facilities  and  of  the  desirability  of  reinforce- 
ment of  previous  immunisation,  and  so  that  written  consent  is  obtained 
before  any  child  is  injected.  Cards  are  only  issued  to  those  known  to 
be  due  for  re-inforcement  or  in  respect  of  whom  no  record  of  primary 
immunisation  is  held. 
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In  Table  (A) — page  26 — are  shown  the  numbers  of  children 
recorded  as  having  received  a course  of  primary  immunisation  or  of 
having  had  a reinforcing  injection  during  the  year. 

Reinforcing  injections,  mainly  of  school  children,  and  primary 
immunisation  of  school  children  and  children  under  one,  were  maintained 
at  a similar  level  to  1961  : there  were,  however,  some  90  fewer  primarily 
immunised  in  the  1-4  age  group. 

Table  (B)  shows  the  overall  number  of  immunised  children  in 
age  groups  and  distinguishing  those  who  have  been  immunised  or  re- 
immunised within  the  last  five  years  and  who  are  therefore  presumed 
to  have  an  adequate  level  of  immunity. 

Smallpox 

While  the  area  was  not  directly  involved  with  the  outbreak  of 
smallpox  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  there  was  a m.arked  increase 
in  the  demand  for  vaccination,  particularly  among  the  adult  population. 
The  increased  demand  for  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 
suggests  that  a proportion  were  being  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  in 
anticipation  of  a valid  certificate  being  required  by  continental  countries 
in  which  they  proposed  to  holiday  later  in  the  year. 

No  mass  vaccination  measures  were  undertaken,  although  some 
feeling  was  expressed  that  public  sessions  should  be  instituted.  Apart 
from  infant  vaccination,  and  vaccination  of  those  travelling  abroad, 
vaccination  was  only  advocated  in  those  at  special  risk,  including 
those  who  had  occasion  to  visit  the  affected  areas. 

One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  for  observation  of  a rash,  but 
was  cleared  within  twenty-four  hours. 

Later  in  the  year  two  possible  ship  board  contacts  were  under 
surveillance.

In  view  of  the  exceptional  circumstances,  it  is  unrealistic  to 
compare  the  figures  in  1962  with  those  of  recent  years. 

The  policy  of  infant  vaccination  was  reviewed  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  advised  that 
“vaccination  should  be  offered  to  children  during  their  first  two  years 
of  life,  but  preferably  during  the  second  year.”  It  remains  to  be  seen 
what  long  term  effect  on  the  uptake  of  infant  vaccination  will  result 
from  the  postponement  of  vaccination  into  the  second  year. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  thirteen-year-old  children  which  was 
inaugurated  in  1955  was  continued  during  the  year.  A further  110 
children  were  vaccinated. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  14  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  12  male, 
2 female,  were  notified  in  respect  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the 
Borough  : 9 of  the  male  cases  were  over  the  age  of  65,  while  both 
female  cases  were  between  15  and  35.  Information  was  also  received 
that  9 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  moved  into  the  district 
from  another  area. 

The  age  and  sex  of  new  cases  within  the  Borough  is  shown  in  the 
second  table.  No  deaths  from  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962,  which  deals, 
with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough,  Housing  and  Food 
Hygiene, 

The  completion  of  the  Chickenhall  Sewage  Purification  Works 
and  the  enlarging  and  improving  of  Monks  Brook  at  Chandler’s  Ford, 
together  with  refuse  disposal,  rats  and  mice  destruction,  the  abatement 
of  smoke  emission  and  the  control  of  noise  nuisances,  have  been  the 
principal  problems  dealt  with  by  the  Council  during  the  year  under 
review. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  within  the  Borough  during  1962 
was  436  as  compared  with  301  in  1961.  The  number  of  houses  inspected 
and  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations  was  109 
of  which  39  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  seventh 
year  programme  in  the  Council’s  ten  year  Slum  Clearance  programme 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on 
October  4th,  1962  and  the  eighth  year  programme  was  commenced  in 
December,  1962,  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  an  Official 
Representation  in  respect  of  thirty-seven  houses  in  Desborough  Road. 
Four  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Rent  Act,  1957  and  fifty-seven  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
were  received  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  seven  and  sixty-eight 
respectively  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  during 
1962  was  64,206  which  is  an  increase  of  4,930  on  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  The  percentage  of  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  during  the  year 
found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  was  .3  per  cent,  compared  with 
.8  per  cent,  in  1961  and  8.6  per  cent,  in  1953,  when  54,234  pigs  were 
dealt  with.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


'(a)  Water 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corporation 
Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Bradley,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E., 
A.M.I.Mech.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager),  for 
ihe  following  information. 

{i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 
year  1962  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and  (b)  in 
quality. 

{ii)  Regular  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  both 
the  raw  and  treated  water. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is  treated 
before  distribution. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be 
afforded  from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  water  from  the  above  three  sources  are 
pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and 
separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the  treated 
water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at  various 
points,  and  the  three  following  groups  of  samples  are  sub- 
mitted as  covering  the  whole  of  the  supply  to  Eastleigh, 
which  must  pass  through  one  or  other  of  the  following  service 
reservoirs  :

{lii)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  free  from 
plumbo-solven  action. 

[iv]  All  the  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  softened 
be  means  of  the  lime  process  and  sterilised  by  means  of  the

All  inhabited  houses  within  the  Borough  are  provided  with  a 
supply  of  main  water. 

(c)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “Partly  Combined’’ 
and  “Separate’’  systems. 

In  the  centre  of  the  town  all  the  older  houses  are  on  the  “Partly 
Combined’’  system,  the  storm  water  from  the  front  part  of  the  houses 
being  discharged  in  to  the  surface  water  sewers  via  pavement  channels 
and  street  gullies,  the  storm  water  from  the  backs  of  the  properties 
being  discharged  into  the  foul  water  sewers  via  the  sink  waste  gullies. 

In  the  older  portion  of  Chandler’s  Ford  the  whole  of  the  storm 
water  is  discharged  into  the  foul  sewers  and  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall 
a large  amount  of  surface  water  is  discharged  into  the  foul  water  sewers. 
To  alleviate  the  pressure  on  the  sewers,  a relief  trunk  sewer  from 
Chandler’s  Ford  to  Chickenhall  was  laid  in  1955  and  a further  relief 
sewer  from  Merdon  Avenue  to  Park  Road  was  completed  during  the 
year  1961. 

The  whole  of  the  surface  water  drainage  in  Chandler’s  Ford  has 
been  examined  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  risk  of  flooding  during 
inclement  weather  and  proposals  for  enlarging  and  improving  the 
several  culverts  in  the  area  are  under  consideration.  Works  of  im- 
provement on  Monks  Brook  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Hampshire 
River  Board  during  the  year,  the  brook  being  widened  and  straightened 
from  Chandler’s  Ford  Station  to  the  old  Sewage  Works. 

The  Chickenhall  Sewage  Purification  Works  Extension  Scheme  is 
now  completed  and  producing  a satisfactory  effluent  acceptable  to 
the  Hampshire  Rivers  Board. 

The  work  of  sewering  Woodside  Road  has  also  been  completed 
and  work  on  the  Fair  Oak  Relief  Sewer  is  now  under  way.

{d)  Closet  Accommodation 

The  majority  of  the  premises  within  the  Borough  boundary  are 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  but  a number  of  houses  in  the  unsewered 
area  of  Stoke  Common  still  use  the  conservancy  system.  Of  the 
original  153  houses  using  this  system,  63  have  been  demolished,  30 
have  installed  cesspools  and  19  have  been  connected  to  main  drainage, 
leaving  41  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

In  addition,  many  of  the  waterclosets  which  were  formerly  entered 
from  the  yard  or  garden,  have  been  converted  into  indoor  waterclosets 
in  conjunction  with  bathrooms  with  or  without  the  aid  of  Standard 
Grants  from  the  Council.  The  number  of  such  conversions  made 
with  the  aid  of  a Standard  Grant  during  the  year  under  review  was  18.

{e)  Public  Cleansing 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  method  of 
scavenging.  Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical 
vehicles  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked  out  sand  pit  at  Fair 
Oak  and  a worked  out  gravel  pit  at  Hiltingbury. 

The  face  of  the  tips  are  treated  during  the  summer  months  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets  and  each 
tip  is  treated  periodically  to  prevent  infestation  by  rats. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Works  for  filtration  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected 
by  mechanical  cesspool  emptiers  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works 
or  in  a sewer. 

Two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  the 
Tip  at  Fair  Oak.  One  was  in  respect  of  fly  infestation  and  the  other 
regarding  the  dumping  of  poultry  offal.  These  complaints  were  passed 
to  the  officer  concerned  who  dealt  with  them. 

Three  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  the  depositing  of 
bituminous  waste  in  a privately  owned  Tip  adjoining  the  Council’s 
Tip  at  Fair  Oak,  including  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  The  smell,  which  is  alien  to  that  normally  ex- 
perienced in  the  vicinity,  was  similar  to  that  encountered  near  newly 
tarmacadamed  roads.  The  owner  was  approached  and  the  tipping 
■ceased. 

Four  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  Hiltingbury  Tip 
in  respect  of  flies,  smell  and  waste  paper,  all  of  which  were  passed  to 
the  officer  concerned  and  dealt  with.

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{k)  Shops 

During  1962,  ninety-four  visits  were  paid  to  shops,  no  informal 
notices  were  served  and  none  complied  with. 

(/)  Smoke  Abatement 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  further  changeover  from  solid  fuel  to 
oil  installations  continued. 

With  regard  to  the  Railway  Works,  some  amelioration  of  the 
conditions  prevalent  in  the  Campbell  Road  area  was  effected  by  the 
closing  of  the  Foundry,  the  cupolas  of  which  had  been  the  subject 
of  complaints.  With  the  diminution  of  industrial  processes  carried 
on  in  that  particular  area,  it  may  be  anticipated  that  the  main  causes 
of  complaint  will  be  in  respect  of  locomotive  engines.  The  Manage- 
ment have  undertaken  to  co-operate  in  keeping  this  possible  nuisance 
to  a minimum  and  the  collaboration  of  residents  has  been  sought  in 
an  effort  to  pin-point  the  responsibility  for  occasional  lapses  which 
may  occur. 

(w)  Noise  Nuisance 

Complaints  received  during  the  year  may  be  grouped  under  two- 
main  headings — viz.  “Domestic  noise”  and  “Industrial  noise.” 

Nuisances  coming  under  the  former  heading  have  been  dealt 
with  by  informal  action  and  a good  measure  of  success  has  been 
achieved  in  the  ‘keeping  of  the  peace’  in  regard  to  noise  from  tele- 
vision and  radio  receivers,  slamming  doors,  squeaking  gates,  barking 
dogs,  and  inordinate  racing  of  motor  engines. 

Nuisance  from  Industrial  noise  is  seldom  capable  of  being  dealt 
with  by  informal  and  friendly  persuasion.  However,  the  abatement 
of  certain  industrial  noise  nuisance  has  been  secured  by  modification 
of  plant,  of  methods  of  working,  and,  in  one  case,  by  the  resiting  of 
a necessarily  noisy  process  at  a location  further  removed  from  private 
residences. 

{n)  Rats  and  Mice 

The  Rodent  Control  section  of  the  Department  continued  with 
its  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  normal  quarterly  surveys  and  treatments  were  carried  out 
at  three  Hospitals,  two  timber  yards,  the  Road  Services  Depot,  two 
Agricultural  Plant  Depots  and  various  Schools. 

The  co-operation  with  the  Railway  Authorities  was  maintained, 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Council’s  service  was  available  for 
surveys  and  treatments.  Sixteen  treatments  were  given  to  various 
sections  of  railway  premises  during  the  3^ear. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food,  a 10  per  cent,  test  baiting  of  the  sewers 
of  Eastleigh  and  Bishopstoke  was  carried  out.  In  only  one  manhole 
was  there  any  evidence  of  rat  activity.  Subsequent  poison  baiting 
was  carried  out  until  no  further  take  was  recorded. 
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All  Council  establishments  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and

Meetings  of  the  Hampshire  No.  2 Workable  Areas  Committee  at 
Fareham  were  attended  in  January  and  July,  and  the  opportunity 
was  taken  to  invite  the  attendance  of  a member  of  the  Railway  Com- 
mission’s Eastleigh  staff.

(o)  Camping  Sites 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  six  caravan  sites 
within  the  Borough,  viz  : 

One  site  containing  one  caravan  due  to  be  removed  by  June,  1962. 

Three  sites  containing  24,  19  and  12  caravans  respectively,  all 
of  which  were  due  to  be  run  down  by  natural  wastage  after 
30th  December,  1963,  when  the  limited  planning  permissions 
expire. 

One  site  containing  14  caravans,  due  to  be  run  down  by  natural 
wastage  after  30th  September,  1964. 

One  site  containing  two  caravans  which  is  licensed  in  perpetuity. 


(p)  Bathing  Pools 

An  open  air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public. 

The  pool  has  a capacity  of  approximately  200,000  gallons,  pro- 
viding in  its  length  a water  depth  of  from  3 to  7 feet.  The  pool  is 
filled  with  chlorinated  water  from  the  Southampton  Corporation’s 


mam. 
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The  water  is  circulated  at  the  rate  of  37,500  gallons  per  hour, 
being  drawn  from  the  deep  end  of  the  Pool  through  a strainer  box  to 
remove  grosser  impurities,  thence  through  a horizontal  pressure  filter 
for  final  filtration.  Chlorine  is  injected  into  the  water  on  the  suction 
side  of  the  circulating  pump,  the  circulation  being  completed  by  the 
delivery  of  the  filtered  and  sterilised  water  to  the  shallow  end  of  the 
pool.  A suction  sweeper  is  provided  for  the  cleansing  of  the  floor  of 
the  pool. 

During  the  year,  six  samples  of  the  pool  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

The  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli  General  Sports  Ground  and  at 
the  Shakespeare  Road  Primary  School  were  also  visited  regularly. 
Twelve  samples  from  each  pool  were  submitted  for  analysis,  all  of 
which  proved  satisfactory. 

{q)  Offensive  Trades 

There  are  three  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough 
namely  : — 

Blood  Drying  Fat  Extracting  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing 

The  trades  of  blood  and  fat  extracting  are  established  on  the 
premises  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  and  are  carried  on  ancillary 
to  the  trade  of  bacon  curing.  The  factory  is  a modern  one  and  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Staff.  The  work  is  carried  on  without 
nuisance  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

(r)  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

(s)  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings 

There  are  no  registered  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  Borough. 

{t)  Rag  Flock 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  district  licensed  for  the  manufacture 
or  storage  of  rag  flock,  but  there  is  one  firm  who  use  and  sell  rag  flock 
and  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  under  Section  2 of  the 
Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

(w)  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  1928  and  1936 

During  the  year  54  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
and  Carbide  of  Calcium,  entailing  the  storage  of  145,712  gallons  of 
Petroleum  and  5,112-lbs.  of  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Home  Office, 
ullage  or  pressure  testing  of  11  storage  tanks  over  25  years  old  was 
carried  out.  No  failure  was  recorded,  but  works  in  regard  to  vents, 
tank  manholes  and  the  fireproofing  of  electric  pumps  were  required 
and  subsequently  carried  out  without  resort  to  formal  action.

Slum  Clearance 

Demolition  Orders 

The  two  houses,  Nos.  1 and  2 Freelands  Cottages,  Woodside 
Lane,  Eastleigh,  were  demolished  during  the  year  1962  in  pursuance 
of  Demolition  Orders  made  on  the  28th  February,  1961.  The  occupant 
of  one  house  was  rehoused  by  the  Council,  the  other  house  being  un- 
occupied at  the  time  the  Order  was  made. 

On  the  30th  October,  1961,  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  two  houses  known  as  Nos.  1 and  2 Station  Lane,  Chandler’s 
Ford,  and  these  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  1962.  The 
tenants  of  one  house  and  the  sub-tenants  of  the  other  house  were 
rehoused  by  the  Council,  the  tenant  of  the  second  house  providing 
her  own  rehousing  accommodation. 
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Demolition  Orders  were  served  upon  the  owner  of  Nos.  69  and  71 
Bishopstoke  Road,  Bishopstoke,  on  the  29th  October,  1962,  and  the 
premises  were  demolished  during  the  year  under  review.  The  occu- 
pants of  one  house  provided  their  own  rehousing  accommodation, 
the  other  house  being  unoccupied  at  the  time  the  Order  was  made. 

On  the  27th  April,  1962,  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect 
of  the  two  houses  known  as  Nos.  1 and  2 Upper  House,  Allington 
Lane,  Fair  Oak,  the  Council  having  rehoused  the  occupants  of  one 
house  and  the  other  house  being  unoccupied  at  the  time  the  Order 
was  made. 


Consort  Road,  Pitmore  Road  and  Twyford  Road 
Clearance  Areas 

The  remaining  six  families  totalling  sixteen  persons,  being  the 
occupants  of  six  of  the  seventeen  houses  in  the  above  Clearance  Areas, 
have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council  during  the  year  1962  in  pursuance 
of  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  (Consort  Road)  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  1960,”  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  (Pitmore  Road)  Compulsory 
Order  1960”  and  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  (Twyford  Road)  Clearance 
Order  1960”. 


Common  Road  Clearance  Area 

Four  families  totalling  fourteen  persons,  being  the  occupants  of 
the  four  houses  in  the  above  Clearance  Area,  have  been  rehoused  during 
the  year  1962  in  pursuance  of  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  (Common 
Road)  Clearance  Order  1962,”  the  said  Order  having  been  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  25th  June 
1962. 


Portal  Road,  Riverside  and  Spring  Lane 
Clearance  Areas 

On  the  25th  January,  1962,  the  Council  resolved  that  a Compul- 
sory Purchase  Order  be  made  under  section  43  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957,  for  the  acquisition  of  the  premises  included  in  the  above  Clearance 
Areas  and  for  the  acquisition  of  land  foi'ming  the  site  of  the  former 
premises  known  as  No.  3 Portal  Road  which  adjoins  the  Clearance 
Area.  A copy  of  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  No.  1,  1962”  was  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  confirmation  on  the  23rd  February,  1962. 

The  hearing  of  the  objections  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
Town  Hall,  Eastleigh,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  July,  1962,  at  10  a.m., 
following  which  the  Ministry  Inspector  visited  the  area  and  inspected 
the  houses.  The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  subsequently  being 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  without 
modification  on  the  4th  October,  1962. 
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Desborough  Road  Clearance  Area 

On  the  6th  December,  1962,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sub- 
mitted an  official  representation  in  respect  of  the  thirty-seven  houses 
known  as  Nos.  173  to  245  Desborough  Road  (inclusive  odd  numbers), 
Eastleigh.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  submitted  details  at 
this  time  of  the  condition  of  these  properties  and  of  their  unfitness. 

The  foregoing  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
following  which  the  Council  resolved  : 

(i)  that  the  report  be  received ; and 

(ii)  that  the  following  recommendation  contained  therein  be 
adopted^ — that  consideration  of  the  representation  be  deferred 
until  April  1963  so  that  consideration  could  also  be  given 
to  the  condition  of  certain  properties  in  Cranbury  Road  and 
Grantham  Road  with  a view  to  dealing  with  these  houses 
at  the  same  time. 


Verminous  Premises  and  Articles 

The  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  and  articles  is  carried 
out  by  the  Local  Authority  and  during  the  year  1962  the  following 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  :

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SECTION  VI 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


(A)  MILK 


(1)  Supply  and  Distribution 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  Local  Authorities,  whether  or 
not  they  be  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  control  the  processing  and 
distribution. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  is  processed  and  bottled  at  central 
treatment  plants  outside  the  Borough,  and  conveyed  to  the  two  large 
storage  and  distribution  Depots  in  the  town, 

A third  dairy,  situated  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  processes,  bottles 
and  retails  milk  pasteurised  by  the  “Holder”  method. 

The  only  raw  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  farm  bottled  “Tuber- 
culin Tested”  milk,  distributed  by  two  of  the  dairies  from  two  farm 
sources  only. 

(2)  Registration  and  Licensing

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  trans- 
ported in  an  insulated  container  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  where  they  are  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
free  of  charge. 
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(fl)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  three  samples  were  taken,  of 
which  ninety-seven  proved  satisfactory.  Of  the  remaining  six,  one 
failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  one  the  Phosphates  Test.  A 
thorough  check  was  made  in  respect  of  the  processing  plants  respon- 
sible for  the  two  defaulting  samples  and  subsequent  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

Four  samples  were  declared  void.  In  this  respect,  the  disquali- 
fication of  these  samples  infers  no  discrepancy  on  the  part  of  the  milk. 
The  Regulations  governing  the  sampling  and  laboratory  testing  of 
milk  require  that  samples  shall  be  stored  at  atmospheric  shade  temper- 
ature at  the  laboratory  for  a prescribed  period  before  the  test  is  com- 
menced. If,  during  this  storage  period,  the  shade  temperature  exceeds 
70°F,  the  methylene  blue  test  cannot  be  applied. 

{b)  Sterilised  Milk 

Thirty-five  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  complied 
with  the  turbidity  test. 

This  milk  is  supplied  b}^  a sterilizing  and  bottling  establishment 
in  the  London  area. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 

Dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms,  but  the 
consumption  of  raw  designated  milk  is  now  considerably  diminished,, 
the  bulk  of  the  milk  from  Tuberculin  Tested  Herds  being  consigned 
to  the  dairies  in  bulk  for  pasteurisation.  The  primary  responsibility 
for  the  standard  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  rests  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  the  Local  Authority  have 
power  to  take  samples.  During  the  year  four  samples  were  taken, 
all  of  which  proved  satisfactory  on  testing. 

{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants 

Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standards  ; —

One  hundred  and  two  bottles  were  examined,  and  of  these  thirty 
failed  to  achieve  the  required  standard. 
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At  the  dairy  concerned,  the  bottles  are  washed  in  a rotary  washing 
machine,  which  has  proved  inconsistent  in  its  results.  For  this  reason, 
the  dairy  has  been  the  subject  of  far  more  frequent  visits  by  the 
Inspectors  and  the  number  of  bottles  tested  has  been  considerably 
stepped  up.  In  view  of  the  erratic  behaviour  of  the  machine,  the 
Dairy  Proprietor  was  informed  that  his  machine  cannot  be  regarded 
as  reliable  and  that  resort  must  be  made  to  hand  sterilization  of  bottles 
following  machine  washing. 

{B)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 
(1)  Slaughter-houses 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Wessex  Slaughter- 
house Board,  which  carries  out  the  duties  of  the  local  authority  in 
relation  to  the  provision  of  public  slaughter-houses  and  slaughtermen 
and  ancillary  matters  in  conjunction  with  other  local  authorities  in 
Southern  Hampshire.  The  Board  licensed  one  private  slaughter- 
house in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  namely  that  situated  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of 
Messrs.  Harris  (Caine)  Ltd. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  slaughtering  and  processing  of  a large 
number  of  home-bred  pigs  at  Messrs.  Harris’s  Factory,  there  is  also 
a considerable  trade  in  the  smoking  of  imported  bacon. 

The  vacuum  packing  of  bacon  joints,  sliced  bacon,  cheese  and 
hams  has  been  further  developed.

The  structural  condition  of  food  trade  premises,  the  maintenance 
of  equipment  and  the  conduct  of  traders  and  employed  staff  are  all 
matters  controlled  by  powers  granted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  the  Byelaws  made  under  section  15  of  the  Act,  and  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  made  under  sections  13  and  123 
of  the  same  Act.  The  Regulations  have  been  consolidated  and 
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amended  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  which 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1960.  Constant  supervision  of 
such  premises  is  maintained,  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food 


Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected 
food  and  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  such  requests 
were  made  by  traders,  whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered 
twenty-two.  The  food  is  examined  immediately  and  during  the  year 
in  two  cases  resort  was  made  to  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  unsound 
foodstuffs  sold  within  the  Borough. 

In  the  first  of  these  cases,  a local  provision  merchant  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  a packet  of  rolled  oats  which  was  not  of  the  quality 
demanded  by  the  purchaser.  The  defendants  were  found  guilty  and 
were  fined  £40.  The  remainder  of  the  merchant’s  stock  was  checked 
to  ensure  that  no  further  packets  of  the  commodity  were  so  affected. 
In  the  second  case,  a butcher  was  upon  conviction,  fined  £25  for  sell- 
ing cornish  pasties  which  were  stale  and  contained  mould  growth. 

In  addition,  judgment  was  given  and  surrender  accepted  in  respect 
of  the  animals  examined  in  the  course  of  the  daily  work  at  the  Bacon 
Factory.  The  various  diseased  or  unsound  conditions  are  detailed 
in  the  following  tables.  All  surrendered  foodstuffs  were  disposed  of 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.

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{5)  Adulteration 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
for  the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 


(6)  Registered  Premises 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 


and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  as  follows : 

For  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  3

In  all  cases  the  premises  are  inspected  and  any  necessary  improv  e. 
ments  effected  before  registration  is  granted  by  the  Council. 


(7)  Ice-cream 

The  bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  pre-packed  ice- 
cream obtained  from  the  large  national  and  provincial  manufacturers.

NOTE  : Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of 
ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory  itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay 
too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample.  Judgment 
should  be  based  rather  on  a series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six- 
monthly  period  50  per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per 
cent  in  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none  in  Grade  4. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended,  ice-cream 
consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as 
indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which  calls  for  further  investigation.
